items of today.

should specialise, 


Here are some suggested 
areas to collect in: dolls,

HOW TO PLAY HILLY SAND SHOTS 


Many golfers who otherwise perform admirably 
on sand shots fail to achieve similar excellence 
when they must play from a hilly lie in the bunker. 

like to simplify the sand shot swing by making 
it the same for all shots, regardless of whether the ~ 
bunker is level or tilted. 

The-only adjustment { make on downhill or up- 
hill sand shots is to play the ball from a different 
position in my stance. 

! recommend playing the ball opposite the left 
heel on normal sand shots, but farther forward on 
I do so to make certain that the 
clubhead will enter the sand well behind the ball 
and not ‘‘blade”’ it (illustration #1). 

Uphill sand shots { play a bit farther back, more 
toward stance center. This allows me to contact the 
sand a bit closer to the-ball (illustration #2) as an 
aid in moving the clubhead well through the in- 
creased amount of sand [ will encounter by iting 
into the upslope.
